CLOWNS  IN  CHURCH?  3 

Have  you  ever  seen  clowns  in  church?  Have  you  ever  I 
wondered  what  place  they  have  in  worship?  Do  Clowns  offer 

us  new  insight  and  new  symbols?  ^ 


Tonight  our  wotstrip  will  feature  a  Gown  in  the  role  of 
celebrant  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  word  "clown"  comes  from 
the  Anglo-Saxon  word  "Clod8  meaning  a  lump  of  the  earth.  The 
clown  in  the  role  of  celebrant  symbolizes  that  of  a  servant.  For 
in  the  Greek,  the  "clod"  was  the  lowest  form  of  servanthood. 
In  the  Upper  Room,  Jesus  instructed  his  disciples  to  humble 
themselves  and  become  "clods",  servants  to  all  persons. 

A  clown  in  worship  is  not  the  same  as  the  clown  we  find  in  a 
circus.  The  clown  in  worship  does  not  take  on  the  role  of 
entertainer  or  magician.  A  Christian  Clown  understands  that 
the  most  powerful  person  is  the  one  who  can  give  his/her 
power  away.  A  Christian  Gown  deals  with  transformation. 
The  common  and  mundane  is  transformed  into  something 
beautiful  and  special;  like  the  way  God  transforms  us.  Think 
about  the  transformation  element  involved  in  the  Lord's 

Supper. 

It  is  also  appropriate,  on  the  evening  before  Christ  died,  for  a 
clown  to  be  involved  in  worship,  since  in  every  culture  the 
"white  face"  symbolizes  death.  To  the  Christian  Gown,  the 

white  face  symbolizes  death  to  self;  the  colors  mean  rebirth. 
What  a  powerful  Easter  message  ! 

"Like  the  jester,  Christ  defies  custom  and  scorns  crowned  heads.  like  a 
wandering  troubador  he  has  no  place  to  lay  his  head.  Like  the  clown  In  the 
circus  parade,  he  satirizes  existing  authority  by  riding  into  town  replete  with 
regal  pageantry  when  he  has  no  earthly  power.  Like  a  minstrel  he  frequents 
dinners  and  parties.  At  the  end  he  Is  costumed  by  his  enemies  in  a 
mocking  caricature  of  royal  paraphernalia."

We  hear  your  call,  "Whom  shall  I  send?  "  May 
each  of  us  answer,  "Here  am  I,  Lord,  send  me. "  We 
ask  you,  "Where  shall  we  go?  "  May  each  of  us 
discern  you  answer.  Thank  you  for  calling  us.  In 
Jesus' name,  grant  us  the  courage  to  respond. 

The  call  begins  as  a  general  perception,  a  feeling  that  the  times  are  out  of  joint,  that 
ministry  might  make  a  difference. 
"The  people  of  the  former  East  Germany  continue  to  feel  like  a  somewhat  separate 
society,  excluded  from  the  power  and  affluence  they  have  observed  in  the  former  Westj 
Germany  and  in  which  they  were  promised  to  share  following  unification,"  the  Europe! 
Office  of  the  UCC/Disciples  Common  Global  Ministries  Board  (CGMB)  reported  aftd 
discussions  with  the  Evangelical  Church  of  the  Union  (EKU).  "The  sense  of  security  j 
provided  by  their  socialist  society  of  the  past  is  eliminated,  while  capitalism  has  thus* 
delivered  no  compensatory  benefits.  Moreover  the  financial  resources  available  to  the 
churches  in  the  former  East  continue  to  be  severely  limited.  In  this  situation,  the  sense 
Christian  solidarity  expressed  in  the  assignment  of  Disciples/UCC  mission  personnel  I 
work  with  them  and  share  in  their  struggle  is  a  potentially  vital  source  of  encourage- 1 
ment." 

Yes,  the  CGMB  would  search  for  a  person  to  engage  in  this  ministry.  But  where  sh(| 
they  serve?  And  what  might  the  specific  ministry  be?  The  EKU  answered  the  questicj 

"The  position  would  be  based  primarily  in  the  Evangelische  Gertraud-Marien 
Kirchengemeinde  in  Frankfurt/Oder,  a  congregation  of  the  Evangelical  Church  in  Ber! 
Brandenburg  on  the  German-Polish  border.  This  is  the  largest  parish  in  Frankfurt, 
covering  half  the  area  of  the  city,  and  has  two  other  pastors.  While  there  are  about  4,? 
persons  on  the  membership  list,  typical  attendance  at  Sunday  worship  services  is  aboi 
75. 

"Work  in  the  parish  would  include  sharing  in  worship  leadership,  home  visits  to  ill : 
elderly  members,  etc.  However,  the  distinctive  assignment  would  be  missionary  outri 
to  currently  inactive  members  and  to  persons  with  no  previous  religious  affiliation, 
especially  young  adults  whose  entire  educational  experience  has  been  dominated  by 
Marxist/atheist  ideology.

Three  pictures  tell  Ihe  story  of  the  ministry  of  Jeffrey 
Mensendiek  at  the  Gakusei  Student  Center  in  Sendai, 
Japan. 

"The  top  picture  is  taken  in  the  Student  Center  where  I 
work,"  writes  Jeff,  who  celebrates  his  birthday  next 
Thursday.  "Shima-san  is  the  lady  who  works  with  me  to 
minister  to  the  160  students  who  regularly  come  to  our 
Center.  She  is  a  member  of  a  local  church,  and  a  wonder- 
ful person  to  work  with.  Now  with  very,  very  few 
missionaries,  the  work  of  the  Center  will  need  to  be 
supported  by  Japanese  Christians  like  her. 

"The  middle  picture  is  taken  in  Bangladesh.  I  go  with 
students  to  southern  Asia  every  spring  for  three  weeks,  to 
spend  time  with  the  poor,  stay  in  homes,  visit  Christians 
who  work  with  the  sick,  poor,  marginalized.  The  Japanese 
young  people  are  introduced  to  a  whole  new  world.  It  also 
helps  them  to  turn  their  eyes  toward  the  marginalized  and 
the  poor  in  their  own  country.  This  is  probably  the  most 
fulfilling  part  of  my  work. 

'The  third  picture  is  taken  in  the  Student  Center,  in  the 
office  space  where  Shima-san  and  I  hang  out  with  the 
students.  Affluence  is  really  a  sickness.  Japanese  people 
are  facing  serious  problems  spiritually.  As  the  terrible 
incident  a  year  ago  with  the  poisonous  gas  indicated,  there 
is  a  lot  of  repressed  anger  and  many  people  are  living  in  a  spiritual  vacuum.  Many  ol 
young  people  have  a  hard  time  developing  deep  friendships.  The  study-study-study 
emphasis  in  high  schools  takes  a  toll.  And  so  the  Student  Center  is  like  a  home  for  tfi 
to  learn  what  it  means  It)  share,  trust,  have  faith,  volunteer,  and  work  together."

"And  so,  while  the  police  cruisers  waited  outside  and  the  alarm  sirens  kept  bl 
away  and  the  neighbors  looked  out  their  windows,  Pastor  Bruce  Allen  and  the 
and  deaconesses  and  I  sat  down  at  the  table  together.  And  it  took  but  a  few  min 
discover  that  we  were  not  about  a  rental  agreement  but  a  mission  convenant.  The 
Conference  had  a  building;  the  congregation  already  had  begun  a  mission  of  ou 
that  community  and  had  a  vision  of  what  God  would  yet  be  doing  there.  A  mis 
covenant  began  that  day.  The  spiriting  of  a  congregation  and  the  re-spiriting  of 
ful  old  church  building-that's  what  we  were  about,  and  the  sirens  kept  blaring 
all  who  had  ears  to  hear  that  God  is  doing  a  new  thing  in  Norristown. 

"The  Spirit  is  moving  over  the  faces  of  our  communities.  Churches  need  to 
door,  not  simply  to  welcome  the  newcomers,  but  to  send  the  old-timers  out  into 
mission  fields  to  meet  the  new  neighbors  yearning  to  hear  the  old,  old  story  of  J 
his  love  that's  brand  new  good  news  for  them.

Many  of  our  clients  come  t 
through  a  series  of  misfortunes  and  through  no  fault  of  their  own  and  are  e 
deserving  of  assistance.

This  year's  World  AIDS  Day  theme,  "Give  Children  Hope  in  a 
World  with  AIDS,"  challenges  us,  as  Americans  and  as  citizens  _  of  |i 
the  world,  to  consider  the  long-term  repercussions  of  this  epiden 
In  1996  alone,  400,000  children  under  the  age  of  15  became  infecji 
with  HIV.  Furthermore,  over  40  percent  of  the  more  than  23  mill | 
people  living  with  HIV  are  women;  and  in  some  countries,  as  many:! 
40  percent  of  women  visiting  antenatal  clinics  in  urban  areas  ar 
HIV-positive.  These  numbers  are  alarming  not  only  because  of  thj 
direct  implications  for  those  women,  but  also  because  they  signij 
a  great  danger  of  mother-child  transmission  of  HIV. 

As  this  disease  infects  our  children,    it  strikes  at  the  filtj 
of  our  nation  and  our  world.     We  must  ensure  that  those  already 
infected  are  fully  cared  for  and  educate  those  not  infected  so  tj 
they  may  protect  themselves.     I  remain  fully  committed  to  the  ba 
against  this  epidemic.     The  strides  we  make  today  will  translate 
into  a  better  life  for  our  children  tomorrow.

The  Moravian  Love  Feast 

Early  Christians  met  and  broke  bread  together  to 
signify  their  union,  fellowship  and  love. 
In  1727,  the  Moravian  Church  revived  this  practice 
and  established  the  custom 
of  celebrating  the  great  church  festivals 
by  partaking  together  of  a  simple  meal 
known  as  a  "love  feast" 

The  Christmas  Eve  Love  Feast, 
with  its  lighted  candles,  originated  on  the  European 

continent  at  Marienborn 
in  the  year  1747  and  quickly  spread  throughout  the 
Moravian  world. 
It  was  first  celebrated  in  North  Carolina 
at  Bethabara  in  1753  and  at  Salem  in  1771. 

During  the  Christmas  Love  Feast, 
each  person  is  given  a  candle  as  a  reminder 
that  Christ  said,  "I  am  the  light  of  the  world," 
and  "You  are  the  light  of  the  world  - 
Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men, 
that  they  might  see  your  good  works, 
and  glorify  your  father  who  is  in  heaven."
